The  contract  rate  of  tuition  charged  the  district  by 
the  Academy  has  been  changed  to  the  state  per-pupil 
current  cost  of  high  school  for  the  year  next  but  one 
preceding  (in  order  to  have  the  figures  available  for 
budget  purposes),  and  seven-eighths  of  this  rate  for 
Grades  7  and  8.  Due  to  the  size  of  Strafford's  adjusted 
valuation  and  changes  in  the  state-aid  formula,  the  dis- 
trict does  not  qualify  for  state  aid  this  year. 

A  dental  clinic  with  hygienists  furnished  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  applied  fluorine  and  cleaned 
teeth  as  measures  designed  to  preserve  them.  The 
school  bus  drivers  helped  by  furnishing  special  trans- 
portation. The  Academy  provided  space  for  the  clinic. 
A  group  of  teachers  from  Strafford  attended  a  Red 
Cross  standard  First-Aid  course  at  Northwood  Ridge, 
as  their  contribution  to  the  Civil  Defense  effort.
